Ssturday.—Baedeker says a visit to Mem- 
- pis and Sakkara may easily be accom- 
plished in one day. I do not like to dispute 
faedeker, but I think this has been one of the 
pardest days of my life; but precious. We 
were up early, and left by rail at 7 o'clock 
for an hour’s journey up the Nile to Bed- 


rashein. 

On the same train with us was Mr. Ayer's 
gagoman and some first class riding don- 
joys. On arrival at Bedrashein we at once 
mounted our little beasts and set out along 
gembankment rising high above the highly 
qitivated plain, through the little village of 
pidrashein, and in twenty minutes we have 
@countered what appears to be a mod- 
gaiely high tableland of vast extent, rising 
wp out of the low, level valley. It appears 
fling and broken on top, and thickly cov- 
qed with palm—and when I say palm I al- 
ways Mean date palm. 

This plateau is about all that is left of old 
Memphis, a city which seems to be about as 
4a Beypt itself, and which was once the 
most famous and populous city in the world; 
bul tfooks no more like a city today than 
dos &@ Lake Michigan sand dune. 


Relics of Ancient Memphis. 
Just at the beginning of the plateau we 
ehcounter one of the few remaining sculp- 
tures of this once great city. If these may be 
fégarded. as indices, Memphis must indeed 
have once been great. First a glorious and 
beautiful bit of a colossal statue of Rameses 
IL, of granite. Just beyond is another statue 
of this same king, over forty feet in height. 
The people who made these statues had no 
gonception of time; and they worked for the 
sheer joy of an achievement, in which they 
could be proud. It never occurred to any one 
fn those days to inquire if it would pay. 
Then we continue our way through long 
g@oves of palms—and I think nothing is more 
Rautiful than a full grown palm—past hun- 
“@eds and hundreds of camels carrying great 
burdens of all descriptions, past’ men and 
digging great ditches with rude 
i primitive. — ‘its, packing the 
_@tt in baskets upon their heads, as in 
_#he days of Moses; on through a little, vil- 
lage, on by more palms, and suddenly we 
come to the limits of Egypt, and in an in- 
- fant begin to ascend the sandy slope of the 
wall of sand, up to the Necropolis of Sak- 
' kara. 
it is really astonishing how suddenly this 
Nile valley ends and the desert. begins, and 
for all intents and purposes. when one steps 
Of the green of the lowland to the sand 
which marks the beginning of the highland, 
he has left Egypt. The tralfl winds up a lit- 
te ravine, and at once we find ourselves ona 
tossing, rolling ocean of sand, out of which 
appear many pyramids, big and little, and in 
ali stages of decay. Scattered among the 
pyramids are fragments of walls, marking 
the sites of the so-called Mastaba tombg. 


Unable to Climb Pyramids. 
I should like to have climbed to the top of

NEW FRIENDS AGAIN WAR 


Lorimer and Deneen Said to 
Head Opposing Factions in 
Old Time, Dark Cor- 
ner Meeting. 


(BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT .] 

Macomb, Ill., Aug. 16.—[Special.]—Gov. 
Charles Deneen and Senator William Lort- 
mer are credited with being the opposing 
field marshals in one of the bitterest political 
Scraps western Illinois ever has enjoyed. 

On the eve of the convention to nominate 
a Republican candidate for justice of the 


Supreme court the Republican organization . 


in the fourteen western counties of the state 
is tiled up in a knot involving state, con- 
gressional, and legislative politics. 

If the bitter attitude of the opposing forces 
tonight is correctly diagnosed, the governor 
and the senator have drawn swords ind 
are thrusting at each other just as slashing- 
ly as they did in the days of the Yates- 
Deneen primary campaign. 

No one of the Republican chieftains, from 
Rock Island on the north to Quincy on the 
south, will say that either the senator or the 
governor has issued direct orders to him. 


Federal and State Clash. 

The out and out Deneen men, of whom 
there are many in western Illinots, say Lori- 
mer has ordered every postmaster and fed- 
eral appointee who recognizes federa! crowd 
authority to get on the job at Macomb and 
repay some of the Lorimer debt to Repre- 
sentative B. M. Chiperfield by nominating 
Col, Chiperfield's brother, Claude EK. Chiper- 
field, for the Scott vacancy on the Supreme 


_bench. 


Personal friends of Lorimer claim they 
have first hand evidence that Gov. Deneen 
has ordered into Macomb every state pay- 
roll attaché of importance in these parts 
with specific instructions to nominate any- 
body but Chiperfieki. ° 

None of the candidates, except possibly 
John B. Brown of Monmouth, is admitting 
that he is a **‘ Deneen’”’ candidate. 

Men close to Chiperfield are not shying 


at the repeated statements that the Cafiton 


candidate is particularly friendly to the new 
senator from Illinois. 

There are six others willing to be classed 
as compromise candidates, and figuring upon 


a deadlock, with Chiperfield backed by Lor}- 


mer, and with Brown backed by the gov- 


ernor, each” Unable to rally the necessary 61 


votes. 
Feud Grows with Each Arrival. 

The affair is in such shape that everybody 
is waiting around, with no compromise ip 
sight and the feud getting more intense with 
the arrival ot each new leader and camp 
followers. 

The Rock Island delegation arrived this 
evening with the boom of Joseph L. Haas, 
und with twenty delegates in the hands ot 
some of the most skillful politicians on the 
job. It is the same bunch which carried a 
‘“ Towden forever’’ sign through the dead- 
lock state convention, and it swears it is 
ready to do a similar stunt this time. 

This array of votes largely holds the key 
to the situation and if the opportunity arises 
it is likely that certain of the Rock Island 
county warriors will attempt to settle old 
scores with Deneen. 

Adams county is here with eighteen votes 
for John E. Wall and a crowd of Wall boost- 
ers and scared for fear it will have to 
take sides with either Deneen or Lorimer at 
an unpropitious moment. 

Milton McClure of Beardstown, Cass coun- 
ty, enters the convention with sixteen votes 
from four counties, Cass, Mason, Menard, 
and Brown, all lying in the Democratic Twen- 
tieth congressional district, where the fourth 
class postmasters roll over and play dead 
whenever word comes from senatorial head- 


quarters. 


Straw That Shows Deneen Favor. 

Orville F. Berry, the new railroad and ware- 
house commissioner, will be here in the 
morning with nine Hancock county votes, 
which are in a compact to be delivered to 
John B. Brown. From this compact arises the 
tale that Brown is the genuine Deneen can- 
didate. Hancock and Warren counties are 
in the same senatorial district and the credit 
side of the political account is all in Warren 
county's favor. 

Former United States District Attorney 
Thomas Worthington of Jacksonville carries 
the instructions of Morgan county with ten 


delegates, said to be amenable to the will of 


State Treasurer Andrew Russell, who is here 
to guide their destinies. He, too, has many 
political scores to settle. 

T. B. Switzer of Macomb is the McDon- 
ough county candidate, and W. T. Church of 
Aledo holds the Mercer county delegation. 
A. Jarman of Rushville has Schuyler. 
Frankly stated, the politicians are not fear- 
ing either of these candidates, considering 
the political problems involved. 

The assertion is made repeatedly that Ful- 
ton and Adams counties are about td enter 
upon an offensive and defensive alliance for 
the control of the Fifteenth congressional 
district with the object of defeating Con- 
gressman George W. Prince for renomina- 
tion, nominating C. E. Chiperfield for Su- 
preme justice, and naming John E. Wall of 
Quincy for Prince’s seat. This is vigorously 
denied in both the Adams and Fulton coun- 
ty headquarters and by Mr. Wall and Mr. 
Chiperfield. 


Deadlock Best Thing in Sight. 

A deadlock is the best thing in sight for 
the convention, with the prospects brilliant 
for a big fight in case the Deneen-Lorimer 
talk assumes a more serious aspect. No 
agreement has been reached as to the or- 
ganization of the convention. The pessi- 
mists are inclined to the prophecy that no 
agreement can be reached over the chair- 
manship until there is a direct showdown of 
the relative strength of the Deneen and 
Lorimer forces, 

This is one of the good old time soap box 
conventions, with no frills or fluffs of pri- 
mary law variety. The men who will con- 
trol will do as they please and under their 
breaths the old time politicians are fairly 
reveling in the return to the happy day 
methods, dark corner conversations, and the 
joy of living as they used to live.

MRS. CULLOM CRITICALLY ILL 
AT WASHINGTON RESIDENCE. 


Physicians Declare There Is Little 
Hope of the Recovery of the Wife of 
Illinois Senator. 


Washington, D. C., Aug. 16.—[{Special.]— 
Senator Cullom of Illinois again is at the 
family residence in Washington, having re- 
turned from Atlantic City with Mrs. Cullom, 
whose illness during the last few weeks has 
given her friends the greatest apprehension. 

Although the patient insisted on the return 
to Washington, the change appears to work 
little benefit. The journey is reported to have 
weakened Mrs. Cullom and attending physi- 
cians hold out little hope of her ultimate re- 
covery. A consultation of doctors developed 
the fact that the present attack may be her 
‘last. 

Mrs. Cullom has suffered greatly from 
heart disease during the last year. She was 
taken to Atlantic City in the early part of the 
summer to escape the intense heat of Wash- 
ington. Her improvement there was slight 
and she demanded to return to the home 
here. 

At a late hour tonight physicians who are 
attending Mrs. Cullom reported their patient 
resting much easier than during the day. 
A slight improvement was noted. 


HEAR DR. MURPHY’S DAUGHTER 
WAS ROBBED WHILE ON TRAIN. 


Police Told of Theft of Diamond Stud- 
ded Watch After Mrs. Harper’s 
$1,500 Jewel Is Recovered. 


The recovery of a diamond stolen a year 
ago from Mrs. Harper, widow of William R. 
Harper, president of the University of Chi- 
cago, while she was a passenger on a Chi- 
cago and Northwestern railway train, has 
been followed by the information that a 
daughter of Dr. John B. Murphy was robbed 
under simflar circumstances early this sum- 
mer. 

The physician's daughter was on her way 
to Lake Forest when a diamond studded 
watch disappeared.

‘POWERS DEFIED IN CRETE 


Provisional Committee Does Not 
Haul Down Greek Flag. 


MARINE BOYCOTT IS BEGUN. 


U. S. Official at Constantinople Says 
Peace Is Endangered. 


CANEA, Crete, Aug. 16.—In defiance of the 
great powers. the provisional adminis- 
trative committee, to which the administra- 
tion of the island was intrusted when the 
Cretan cabinet resigned on Sunday, took the 
oath of allegiance to the king and kingdom of 
Greece today. 

The action of the committee indicates that 
it is not its intention to meet the demands of 
the protecting powers to haul down the Wreek 
flag and that, therefore, the powers again 
will be forced to land troops to insure the 
autonomy of the island. 

The boycott of Greek steamers by Turkish 
merchants has begun at Saloniki, Smyrna, 
Gallipolis, and eleewhere in accordance with 
the proclamation of the committee of union 
and progress [Young Turks]. 


Hope for Peaceful Outcome. 

Washington, Aug. 16.—Mr. Hinstein of the 
American embassy at Cormstantinople, has 
cabled the state department that the situation 
there is endangered Owing to the pressure 
which is being brought to bear on the sub- 
lime porte to demand fresh categorical ex- 
planations at Athens regarding Crete ard 
Macedonia. 

Ihe Greek government, Mr. Kinstein adds, 
appears to have placed itself entirely in the 
hands of the four protecting powers who are 
continuing their conciliatory efforts. While 
the possibility of hostilities is said to be by 
no means removed hopes are expressed of a 
peaceful solution of the difficulties. 

The ships of the powers are on their way 
to the islands prepared to enforce the orders 
to pull down the Greek flag and restore con- 
ditions as they were before the evacuation of 
the island recently.

IN BAY STATE WAR 


Rival Armies Will Clash To- 
day in Real Engagement; 
Scouts Killed and Cap- 
tured as Starter. 


NAVY WILL LEND A HAND 


Fleet of Battleships Ready te 
Sail Into Boston Harbor 
and Assist Attack- 
ing Force. 


New Bedford, Mass., Aug. 16.—[Special.]—~« 
Tomorrow's sunrise will be the signal for the, 
first great battle of the mimic war. Resting 
on their arms, the two armies, invading reds 
and defending blues, tonight are only three 
miles apart, ready and impatient for the 
coming fray. 

The field of the war game became consid- 
erably enlarged tonight when it was an- 
nounced that a theoretical fleet of battle- 
ships and smaller war craft was on its way 
to assist the invading army of the red by @ 
series of night attacks on the Boston harbor 
defenses. 

The harbor forts tocay received reinforce- 
ments when the transport Sumner brought 
six companies of coast artillery from New 
York, a total of 720 men. The newcomers 
were distributed among Forts Heath, Banks, 
Andrews, Warren, and Strong, and tonight 
each of these strongholds was fully manned 
to resist an attack by the fleet of the enemy, 


“Fleet”? Consists of Tugs, Etc. 

The “fleet” will consist of transports, 
tugs, and mine planters, numbering fourteey 
in all, and each designated either as a bat- 
tleship, crulser, or torpedo boat. They will 
carry six pound guns and smal! arms instead 
of the big guns of the rea! warships, and the 
fire of the guns of the forts will be entirely 
sub-caliber. 

This sea war game wil! be umpired by Col. 
Cronkite, who ig in general charge of the 
naval maneuvers, and by Maj. A. M. Hunter 
of Governor's Island, N. Y.

| DENEEN TO NAME 
TAX COMMISSION 
Prof. Charles Merriam and 


Dean Kinley Are Called 
Possible Heads of Board. 


WILL REVISE METHODS. 


New Insurance Position of Fire 
Marshal Is to Be Filled This 
Week by the Governor. 


Gov. Deneen, after adelay caused by illness 
in his family, will again take up the matter 
of the remaining state appointments on 
which decisions recently were postponed. It 
is expected that some of them will be an 
nounced this week 

Either Dean Kinley of the University of 
Illinois or Prof. Charles Merriam of the 
University of Chicago may be asked to head 
the tax commission authorized by an act of 
the recent legislature. Both men are said 
to be sure of appointment to the tax investi- 
gating body if they will accept the posi- 
tions, and one of them is expected to be chair- 
man. 

The governor also may name a man for the 
new insurance position created by the legis- 
lature, that of fire marshal, and the poli- 


Attorney Oscar Ryon of La Salle county, 
special counse! of the insurance department 
at various times. Mr. Ryon conducted the 
inquiries which resulted in the revision of 


the state insurance laws following the re- 
vision of the New York laws after the in- 
surance investigation in that state. It is 
merely a guess on the part of the politicians 
that he will be appointed to the new posi- 
tion. 


Act Is Severely Criticised. 

The act creating this new department was 
subjected to much criticism, coming chiefly 
from Speaker Shurtleff, who in certifying 
the measure to the governor pronounced it 
unconstitutional, declaring ft an attempt to

legalize confiscation of property and to re- 
establish some of the practices of the ‘* Span- 
ish inquisition.” 

The marshal and his deputies are given 
broad powers of search and jnquiry and, if 
the courts do not invalidate the law, will 
have the authority to compel the destruction 
of property determined by them to be dan- | 
gerous to the safety of the community. The 
marshal! also is commissioned to conduct in- | 
quiries in cases of suspected arson, the prin- 
cipal argument for the measure being that 
work of an efficient fire marshal and his 
deputies would do a great deal to prevent in- 
cendiarism. 

Similar laws are in effect in other states, 
and it is said that the result of their opera- 
tion hag been such as to warrant the argu- 
ments made for the measure when it was 
under consideration before the Illinois as- 
sembly. The governor is authorized to make 
the appointment by Sept. 1, but he is not 
compelled to put the department on Its feet 
until next year, and it is said that even ifa 
marshal should be named there is small 
charice of any work being done this year be- 
cause of the lack of money. 


Tax Methods to Be Revised. 

The tax commission, to which Dean Kinley 
and Professor Merriam are likely to be ap- 
pointed, represents an attempt to revise the 
tax methods of the state. The investigators 
are authorized to conduct an investigation in 
every county in the state, to secure figures 
showing what the assessments are in the 
different localities, what amounts are raised 
by the tax levies and how it is proportioned. 
It is anticipated that this inquiry will show 
such inequalities as will justify a radical 
change in the methods of taxation. 

Gov. Deneen is inclined to favor the Minn- 


esota tax commission law which creates a 
body vested with authority to equalize taxes 
and to supersede the local taxing bodies of 
any county or locality in which unjust or in- 
accurate assessments have been made. 

The Illinois commission which the govern- 
or is to appoint is required to compile all 
statutes and court decisions relative to tax- 
ation and in its report. which must be made 
by December 1911 and in time for action 
by the next regular general assembly, to 
recommend legislation needed to correct de- 


fects.

QUESTION STATUS 


OF “TAX AGENTS” 


Reviewers Doubt. Legality of 
Schedule Sworn To by 
an Outsider. 


ADMIT-FIGURES CORRECT. 
oa . 
Attorney Bliss to Appear and 
Tell of City Railway 
Assessment. 


—_—_—_—_— 


Is {t right for the board of review and the 
board of assessors to accept as correct a 
schedule of personal property for a corpora- 
tion that is sworn to by a taxbuyer, whoisin 
no way connected with the company? That 
is a matter that the subcommittee of the 
legislative revenue committee is agitating 
and it proposes ff possible to get a little 
light on the subject at their session today. 

It appears from testimony given by Dennis 
Colbert, who says that his business is that 
of tax agent, and who is known as a “ tax- 
buyer,” that he has several corporations 
whose tax matters he attends to. One of 
these is The Fair, and Mr. Colbert declared 
before the committee at its last meeting that 
he had taken some figures that were handed 
to him by somebody connected with the store, 
had put them in the schedule, had sworn to 


them as being correct. 

When the board of assessors disregarded 
the schedule he appeared before the board 
of review and eecured a reduction from the 
assessors’ valuation on his own testimony 
that the figures in the schedule were oeorrect. 


Figures Not Questioned. 

There is no disposition to question the cor- 
rectness of the figures in The Fair schedule 
On the part cf the committee and Chairman 
Charles Lederer declares he has not the 
slightest reason to think they are not correct, 
but he is basing his inquiry as to the right 
of the board of review to accept the sworn 
statement of a man who admits that he does 
not know of his own knowledge whether 
or not the figures he swore to represent the 
value of the property. 

“I am informed that Mr. Colbert acts tn 
the same capacity for a number of other 
corporations,’ said Mr. Lederer last night, 
“anc we have asked him to come before 
us again and explain just what his relations 
are with these companies.”’ 


Will Ask’ About Reduction. 

Col. E. R. Bliss, attorney for the Chicago 
City railway company, has promised to 
appear before the committee today and tell 
| how he managed to secure a reduction of 
' $7,500,000 in the assessment of the company 
in 1908. 

Mr. Bliss will have a busy day tomorrow 
in tax matters, for he will also appear before 
the board of review and try to convince it 
that there should be an offset of $5,660,000 
this year-on account of depreciation. This 
amount he claims more than offsets the 
$5,480,000 that has been spent by the com- 
pany on rehabilitation during the year 

Last year the board of review placed @ 
value of $11,400,000 on the Chicago City 
Railway's property, and when the board of 
assessors came to make up their figures for 
this year it arrived at $19,900,000 as the 
correct value. The board of review has been 
inclined to take their figures of last year and 
add the amount of the rehabilitation cost 
which has been certified to by Controller 
Walter Wilson, making the total of $16,- 
BSU, 50, 


Three New Questions. 

Among other matters that will be heard 
by the subcommittee today are those of the 
big reductions that the board of review 
has made in the assessments of the Na- 
tional Biscuit company and the Western 
Electric company, and also in the Jesse 
Spalding estate in the last few years. It is 
said that the Western Electric company has 
not filed a schedule for many years, and yet 
an attorney has been appearing before the 
board of review every year and getting re- 
ductions of $2,000,000 or more. 

In the case of the Spalding estate, Chair- 
man Lederer has the figures to show that 
while the schedule of property filed with the 
Probate court in 1904 showed over $1,000,000 
of personal. property that is assessable, yet 
the board of review cut the assessment to 
$169,000 In the 1905 assessment, despite the 
fact there had been no distribution. 


Summon New Police Chief. 

it was said yesterday that Leroy T.

Thomas D. Stewart Says Smooth

Valuables and Secret Vanish. 

As closely as Stewart could estimate the 
time, his new acquaintance collected all the

When Stewart awoke. he looked long andin | 


vain for ‘‘ Mr. Farrell.” Also, he looked 
anxiously for his money and jewelry and 
found them not. Then it dawned upon him 
that he had fallen prey to the wiles of a 
wicked man who had sunk so low as to lose 
respect for the property of a sleuth who 
trustfully had confided’in him. According 
to the reports in police circles, Manager Ca- 
pen of the hotel was notified, but the hotel 
man last night denied that he knew anything 
about it.

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‘LAND PRIZE GOERS 


CONGESTION A GROWING PERIL 


Chicago Districts Approaching 
New York, Bulletin States. 


GERMAN CITIES DO BETTER, 


Need of Regulations to Improve Hous- 
ing Conditions Reported. 


Chicago's most densely populated districts 
promise to become as crowded as those of 
New York before long, a bulletin of the com- 
mittee of congestion of population of the 
eastern city states. The bulletin, issued yves- 
terday, declares that the great American 
citles are at least a quarter of a century be- 
hind progressive communities in Germany 
and other foreign countries in their ‘' efforts 
to standardize housing conditions.” 

The committee found Philadelphia so fila- 
grantly overcrowded that it was held to have 
no claim to the title of the City of Brotherly 
Love. 

Concerning Chicago, the bulletin states: 

“ Chicago, by a report of 1901, since which 
time little has been done effectiyely to im- 
prove conditions, admits that it is rapidly 
approaching the condition in New York, 
while the most crowded blocks had a density 
at that time of slightly under 400. The sani- 
tary conditiong and the overcrowding of 
rooins compared with some of the worst New 
York tenements. 


Buildings Nearly Cover Blocks, 

“Many of the blocks investigated were 
shown to have up to twenty and over lots 
covering 8U per cent of the site; 144 lots were 
covered over W per cent by dwellings, ex- 
clusive of a)! other buildings. Double deck- 
ers were being built almost every day in 
Chicago, although through the fireproofing 
requirements few tenements more than three 
or four sivories in height are being erected 
today, A congestion per acre, as well as per 
room, is evolving which it will require a 
complete change in the tenement house law 
to prevent. Two, three, and four occupants 
per room are not uncommon, 

it was found tn six selected blocks that 
nearly one-half of the apartments had not 
more than three persons in every tworooms: 
2o per cent are so crowded that two persons 
were compelled to occupy every single room, 
living rooma and bedrouoims alike. 


Density 21.09 Per Agre, 

“It must be remembered, too, that only 
by studying the density of limited areas can 
the true congestion be ascertained. Thus in 
1908 the average density of the 120,008 acres 
of Chicago is only 21.00 per acre. The Sev- 
enteenth ward has a density of 107.38 per 
acre, the Sixteenth 101.11, and the Nineteenth 
03.75. This includes, however, the streets 
and open spaces, so that the real density can 
be secured only by a block enumeration. 

‘* Bion J. Arnold, in a report on the transit 
situation in 1902, reported twenty blocks in 
the center of the city with a density of 175 to 
200 per acre, others with a density of 150 to 
175, and scores with a density of 125 to 150 
per acre.” 


ITALIAN LEPROSY IS FOUND 
AT ELGIN STATE HOSPITAL. 


Two Cases Are Reported, but the Su- 
perintendent Says He Has No Fear 
Disease Will Spread. 


Two cases of pellagra, or Italian leprosy, 
were discovered vesterday at the Elgin’state 
hospital by Dr. V. H. Podstata, superintend- 
ent. The disease is said to be identical with 
that which appeared at the state hospital at 
Bartonville and at the Dunning hospital. 

If there is an increase in the number of 
cases, Dr. Podstata will callin Dr. J. T. Filer, 
assistant surgeon of the United States army, 
and Dr. Lavinder of the marine hospital 
service, who are making an investigation 
of the cases at Bartonville. 

The two cases at Elgin have been isolated 
and there is no fear of an epidemic at that 
hospital. The disease is declared to be not 
contagious, but every precaution is taken to 
prevent its spread. 

“ The disease ig an old one,” said Dr. Pod- 
gtata. ‘‘It was not unfil recently that we 
were able to dlagnose the disease definitely. 
It usually appears in the spring of the year 
and disappears late in the summer, so we 
have but little fear of it.”

MILK PRICE TO SOAR HIGHER; 
PRODUCERS’ EXPENSES HEAVY 


Dairymen Say Rent, Wages, and Feed 
Have Advanced and Bigger Returns 
Must Be Secured. 


Get ready for another boost jn the price 
of milk. The twenty-seven directors of the 
Milk Producers’ Protective association will 
hold a meeting today In the Ashland block 
to consider winter milk prices, and they al- 
ready have sent out the alarm that prices 
probably will go higher than ever before. 

“I don’t see how we are going to getaway 
from raising the price of milk,’’ J. P. Grier, 
secretary of the association, said last even- 
ing. ‘‘ The high land rentals and excessive 
increases in the cost of hired help and feed 
make it almost imperative that farmers and 
dairymen get better prices for their milk. 
Butter is higher than in years and milk 
prices have been higher than usual this sum- 
mer. 

“What will the prices be? Well, it looks 
as if milk furnished to the bottling plants 
would bring in the neighborhood of §2 a 
hundred pounds. It is $1.25 now. Last wia- 
ter the price was $1.00. Two-thirds of the 
milk furnished to Chicago comes in eight 
gallon cans; last year the farmers got $1.35 
acan. This winter the price likely will be 
from $1.00 to $1.65. The price is now $1.20.” 

The new price schedule will go ihto effect 
Oct. 1.

Evidence for Police. 

Investigators for Attorney Charles E. Drb- 
stein, counsel for Detective Jeremiah Grif- 
fin, indicted for accepting bribes in the 
“ graft” investigations, returned from Bal- 
timore, Md., during the day with informa- 
tion, it is said, that the indictments of Griffin 
and his superior, Inspector McCann, were 
the result of a conspiracy hatched over @ 
year ago. 

Coincident with this “ tip,’’ which Attorney 
Erbstein refused to confirm or deny, Erb- 
stein said he has found another witness who 
will testify against Louis Frank, principal 
witness in the indictments of the two police- 
men. This witness, whose name the attorney 
refused to divulge, will testify, it is said, that 
Frank had trouble with another city official 
and sought to have him discharged because 
the official refused him certain favors, 

The official referred to is said to have been 
connected with the city building department. 
Building Commissioner Campbell, however, 
when asked about the report said he had 
heard of no such trouble and said nobody 
had tried to have one of his subordinates dis- 


charged. 
Refused to Enter Conspiracy. 


‘“‘T do not wish to reveal the name of the 
Baltimore witness,” said Erbstein, “ unttl 
the trial. He refused to enter the conspiracy 
and he was forced to flee Chicago. 

‘“‘He will testify that resort keepers who 
were losing money because of the activity 
of McCann and Griffin banded together and 
made regular contributions to a fund which 
was to be used to get the policemen out of 
the district. They asked this witness to tes- 
tify to paying protection money and when he 
refused they hounded him until he was com- 
pelled to leave the city.” 

The selection of the grand jurors which was 
to have been méde yesterday was postponed 
until 10 o'clock this morning, pending the re- 
turn of James A. McLane, one of the jury 
commissioners from out of town. Abram J. 
Harris, clerk of the Criminal court, was at 
the Criminal Court building all day pre- 
pared for action. The grand jury is ex- 
pected to continue the graft investigation 
begun last month. 


Asks Leave of Absence. 

One other move in the graft cases was 
made during the day, when Inspector Mc- 
Cann Was granted a six months’ leave of ab- 
sence. The indicted inspector was given the 
furlough by Acting Chief Schuettler follow- 


ing the receipt of a letter from McCann. 
McCann has been under suspension from the 
police department pending his trial. 

The letter says in part: 

‘‘My reason for asking a furlough Is that 
I may be relieved entirely from duty until 
the trial of my case in the Criminal court of 
Cook county has been heard. 

“JT further ask that when the charges 
against me have been answered and I have 
been acquitted that I mfay report for duty 


and be assigned to my rank. If my trial is 
completed before the expiration of six 
months I shall report for duty at once. 

‘“ This course Is made necessary by the sit- 
uation in which I am placed on account of the 
charges pending against me in the Criminal 
court and through no fault of mine.”

And I have spent several happy ‘hours todey 
taking in the marvels of the great Egyptian 
museum hére, preéminently the greatest of 
ali Egyptian museums and one of the most 
interesting in the world.

Some of these masterpieces of the ancient 
empire are worthy of a place among the

times. Such are a wooden statue from Sak- 
kara, representing, perhaps, the fat, sleek 
Village priest. and stone statues of Prince 
‘Rahotep and his wife, which seem as fresh 
as if they had just left the sculptor’s hands. 
To recount other objects of superior excel- 
lence on this ground floor, such as statues, 
tombs, reliefs, steles, and sarcophagi, would 
Weary you, and I shall not try it. 

Let us go upstairs. Here the first thing 
which amazes one is a seemingly intermin- 
@ble series of coffins, those of the priests of 
Ammon and their families. Surely the twen- 
ty-first and twenty-second dyndsties were 
well supplied with priests. There area large 
Number of smal! halls on this floor, each one 

Fevoted to particular collections or a partic- 
ular category of objects, such as amulets, 
statuettes. manuscripts, toilet articles, cloth- 
§ng, musical instruments. pottery, furniture, 
domestic utensils, objects pertaining to re- 


* gion, and objects of the Greco-Roman and 


Coptic periods. 
Finds of Mr. Davis. 


Of all these the most interesting for me 
Was the hall which contained the finds made 
in recent years by the American, Mr. Davis, 
who has been accorded the exclusive privi- 
lege of excavating in the valley of the tombs 
of the kings far up the Nile at Luxor. It is 
mot often that one encounters abroad such 
tangible evidence of a rich American accom- 
Dlishing so much for science. 

But, of course, the chief interest on this 
floor, aside from the royal mummies, is the 
hall of the jewels. Those of Princess.Khnu- 
met and Queen Ahnotep, and the more mod- 

-@rn jewels, dating from about 300 B. C., 
known as ‘‘the treasure of Tukh el-Ka- 
ramus,’’ are the most fainous. Here one 
finds daggers ard necklaces and crowns and 
breast ornamer.ts and wristlets and diadems 
and earrings and finger rings almost with- 
Out end, nearly ail of gold beset mith rubies 
and other preciouc a Some of the 
pieces are of Damascent gold of wonderful 
beauty. 

This afternoon we visited an exceedingly 
interesting old Swiss merchant who lives 
up in the heart of the old city in the house of 
a Mameluke, bulit about 350 years ago. 
Never before have I seen such marvelous

nies of the inner court werd especially beau- 
tiful. There is also much interesting mosaic 


work in the building, and, naturally, the

A Day in the Mosques. 
Monday—Today I have done the mosques— 
incomparably beautiful in some ways, in 
others disappointing. They are dirty and 
mostly in ruins, and look as though they had 
‘deen robbed. Still, the minarets are fine. 
some lovely, a few really beautiful and grace- 
ful. The domes also are often of grand size, 
and the pulpits are beautiful with delicate 
tracery of Byzantine style. 
One of the pulpits I saw today was superb, 
@ wonderful bit of beautifully carved stone. 
But I want to say right here that in my opin- 
fon St. Mark’s possesses more of real beauty 
than all the mosques here combined. 
After breakfast I made my way alone up 
through the old town, weaving in and out

hind leg, and paid my respects, first of all, to 
the university.

Beautiful View of City. 


A few minutes more and I had climbed 
the steep slope, passing the so-called Cita- 
del, and gained the Alabaster mosque, with 
its lofty and graceful minarets, which I had 
already seen several times from the oppo- 
site bank of the Nile, and which form, per- 
haps, the most conspicuous landmark of 
Cairo. Tegey are exceedingly graceful, lace- 
like and filmy, and they do not lose on close 
inspection the impression they give one when 
seen across the river. 

On one side of the mosque is aparapet. At 

one’s feet spreads out the grayish yellow 
city, up out of which arise innumerable min- 
arets and beautifully rounded domes; while 
here and there are green patches of garden. 
Beyond is the yellow river and on beyond the 
belt of green fringing the river, rise the yel- 
low sand hills of the desert, out of which rise 
the pyramids. 
Then I hastened back to Shepheard’s, tothe 
splendor of the heart of the winter wosld. 
Immediately after luncheon I retraced my 
steps again through the old city to the big 
sand hills to the north ahd beyond the Cita- 
del, where I visited some of the more im- 
portant tombs of the caliphs and mame- 
lukes. On the way I passed several great 
mounds, all artificial; for from their exposed 
sides projgcted potsherds and countless bits 
of refuse which could only come from hu- 
man occupation. I also passed small modern 
Mohammedan burying grounds, and had a 
good view of the so-called Windmill hills, on 
whioh stand many small towere, said to 
have supported windmills to grind wheat for 
Napoleon's army. 


Cairo Is in the Streets. 


The tombs of the medieval Arabs who 
ruled over Egypt are, in general, smal! edi- 
tions of the mosques. Each one of them pos- 
sesses some feature of interest, but I did not 
find them excitingly beautiful. I hurried 
back to visit the mosque of Ibu Tulun.. the 
oldest in Cairo. It is of enormous size and Is 
said to resemble in shape the most famous 
of all the mosques at Mecca. The mosque is 
in ruins, and apparently no care is taken of 
it. In some of the prayer recesses are some 
lovely Byzantine capitals, and the pulpit 
still stands, from which there is a wonderful 
panel in the South Kensington museum. 
From the ancient square minaret was afford- 
ed a superb view of the city. 

But, after all, Cairo is in the streets. Here 
you see all of life—everything. The streets 
are narrow, dirty, noisy, crowded, lined with 
tiny shops of every conceivable description, 
which open on the streets. 

The streets for the most part are really 
lanes, unpaved, and with no pretense at side- 
walk. You elbow carriages, camels, donkeys, 
carts, kids, goats, venders of everything, and 
water sellers with their great boar skin 
bags. You pass funerals, all on foot, carry- 
ing the bier on men’s shoulders, and the 
mourners following, chanting; wedding pro- 
cessions, men returning in state from 
Mecca, Lord, what a strange and unending 
sight it !s—never still, always changing, al- 
ways greeting or cursing, always noisy, often 
singing; but one is glad to be only a specta- 
tor.

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CUTS LENGTH OF CODE WORDS 


New Western Union Telegraph 
Rule Arouses Merchants. 


REQUIRES QUICK CHANGES. 


Manufacturers’ Association May Pro- 
test Against the Order. 


ConSiderable excitement has been caused 
among business men using a private tele- 
graph code by the announcement of the 
West@rn Union company that on and after 
the first of next month no code words ex- 
ceeding five letters in length will be accepted 
on land lines except dictionary words. The 
announcement says: 

‘This change is necessitated by the grow- 
ing use of artificial words in code Thessages 
and the abnormally heavy cost of handling 
such words. 


Tells of Long Words. 

“ Adopted originally to cover*occasional 
artificial words which had inadvertently been 
incorporated in commercial or private codes, 
advantage has been taken of the ‘pro- 
nounceable’ rule by code makers to construct 
codes based wholly upon purely arbitrary 
groups of letters, two or more of which 
groups are themselves combined in one ten 
letter word. 

“ These combinations are extremely diffi- 
cult of correct teiegraphic transmission and 
at the present count and rates are handled 
at a loss.”’ 

Inquiry Regarding Expense. 

A Circular letter has been sent to all mem- 
bers of the Illinois Manufacturers’ associa- 
tion by John M: Glenn, secretary, asking 
each to report the acditional expense the 
proposed reeulation will make his house. 

“The new rule 'puts many private codes 
out of commission,’ says the letter, ‘‘ and 
does not give fime for new codes to be pre- 
pared and generally increases the expense 
of communication. Many members of the 
association feel that telegraph rates should 
be reduced instead of increased.’’ 


ONE OF CHICAGOAN’S SLAYERS 
GETS A CUT IN HIS SENTENCE. 


Gov. Deneen Commutes to 20 Years | 
Life Term of James Murphy, Whe | 
Aided State in Seeberger Murder. 


Springfield, Ill., Aug. 16.—[(Special.]—Gov. 
Deneen today commuted to a twenty year 
term the life sentence of James Murphy, one 
of the persons convicted of the murder of 
George L. Seeberger in Chicago. When one 
Daly was on trial for complicity in the crime. 
Murphy gave testimony and told the whole 
story of the killing. Upon the strength of 
this confession, the state’s attorney who ap- 
peared in the case recommended that Mur- 
phy’s life sentence be commuted. Murphy 
has already served three years of his term.

Rapids After Grim Struggle. 


MANY SEE HEROIC EFFORT. 


Warning to Turn Back Comes Too Late 
to Win Fight for Life.

Niagara Falls, N. Y., Aug. 16.—August 
Sporer, an 18 year old boy of this city, went 
to his death today in the whirlpool rapids 
after a gallant battle with the waves be- 
tween the lower bridges and the pool. 

With three companions Sporer went fora 
swim in the river at the former Maid of 
the Mist landing. He struck out at once 
for the middle of the stream and then turned 
toward the bridges. His companions called 
to him to turn back, for the current is swift 
at that poinc, but he kept on down stream 
and was caught in the greac sweep, ‘he first 
break from the smoother waters té’the rap- 
ids. ‘e 

Grim Fight for Life. 

The boy struggled for a time against the 
current, but to no avail. Then, realizing that 
he was beyond human help and was to be 
carried through the rapids, which took the 
life of Capt. Webb, and which have resisted 
every unaided human effort at passage, he 
deliberately turned down stream and began 
a grim fight for life. 

Not in all the history of the river has such 
a brave effort been witnessed. Although 
but a frail boy, he went into the rapids 
swimming strongly and held his own until 
he struck the kiant wave which curls up 
opposite the old battery elevator... Then he 
went under and for a second was lost to 
sight of the scores of persons who stood on 
the lower arch bridge. 


Swims Farther than Webb. 

Again and again he disappeared, only to 
reappear, each time fighting desperately 
against the current. Then when within 300 
yards of the whirlpool his strength gave out 
and he sank and was lost to view. Even then 
he had swum perhaps 100 yards farther than 
did the great English swimmer, Capt. Webb. 

The body can be seen in the whiripool, 
where river men are awaiting for it to be 
brought in toward shore far enough to be 


recovered. 


MISSOURI BLUE LAWS NOW ON; 
BAR PENUCHLE IN A SALOON. 


Cigar Men Arrested Charged with Play- 
ing “Baseball,’”’ a New Gambling De- 
vice, in Their Stores. 


St. Louls, Mo., Aug. 16.—([Special]—Mis- 
souri’s biue laws enacted by the recent legis- 
lature took effect today and were enforce by 
the police in St. Louis. The gambling squad 
began a crusade against all games of chance 
in cigar stores. James Stanley and Charles 
W. Schrick, cigar stand men, were arrested 
on charges of playing a games calied “‘base- 
ball,”’ in which the customer receives 26 
cents worth of cigars for 1U cents if he makes 
more runs than the proprietor. Customers 
were arrested as witnesses.

There is @ report that Presi- 
dent Taft hinted to the secretary that it 
would be well to absent himself and let the 
controversy with Pinchot cool down. Mr. 
Pinchot will be here. 


Many Important Questions. 
Any delegate may bring up any subject at

One of the most important features to come 
before the convention for tndorsement is a 
plan for a national western highway from 
El] Paso through Yellowstone Park and on 
to the Canadian border.

BALFOUR LEADS IN DEBATE, 


! Says Blacks Must Not Be Made Equal 


of White Race. 


LONDON, Aug. 16.—The house of commons 
unanimously passed the second reading of the 
South African constitution bill tonight. In 
the course of the debate ex-Premier Balfour 
said that the house in dealing with the ques- 
tion of a constitution for the federation of 
South African colonies—the Transvaal, Cape 
Colony, the Orange River State, and Natal— 
was discussing one of the most important 
events in the history of the British empire. 


Says Bill Sets World Mark. 

The bill, he declared, was a most wonderful 
issue from all the controversies, battles, 
bloodshed, and difficulties to peace, and he 
believed the world could not show anything 
like it, 

The race problem, Mr. Balfour said, was 
but a fractional part of the great questions 
parliament was now deciding. He strongly 
denied that it was intended to give the negro 
races equality with Europeans, declaring 
that so far as the government, society, and 
the higher forms of civilization were con- 
cerned, it would be impossible to give equal 
tights to the negro races without threaten- 
ing the whole fabric of civilization. 


Should Give Colonies Initiative. 


In the opinion of Mr. Balfour the best hope 
for the solution of this great problem was 
to place’ absolute and implicit confidence jn 
the representative institutions the South 
Africans are now creating and for the home 
government not to meddle with them. He 
added that he desjred to do nothing that 
would hamper the government in carrying 
out a measure so essential to the future of 
South Africa. 


SPANISH TO MAKE ADVANCE 
ON MOORISH TROOPS TODAY. 


Hurricane at Melilla Halts War—Big 
Damage Done When Sea Sweeps Into 
Town, Scattering Sand. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 

MADRID, Aug. 16—It is officially an- 
nounced that the general advance of the 
Spanish troops on the Moors will begin at 
Melilla tomorrow morning. 

A hurricane at Melilla today prevented 
operations against the Moors and caused 
considerable damage. Ships in the harbor 
were compelled to double their moorings and 
many soldiers’ tents were leveled. 

The cea swept into the town and left the 
streets choked with sand. Transports in the 
harbor about to sail with ammunition for 
the troops at Marchica were unable to leave 
port. 

Gen. Marina made an address to the troop: 
today, in the course of which he sald: 

‘** Europe has intrusted us with a glorious 
mission, to prepare the way for civilization 
in this savage country. We know how to 
accomplish it.”

PARIS, Aug. 16.—The Spanish ambassador 
to France, Marquis del Muni, today issued a 
denial of the report that twenty-five persons 
were @ghot on Aug. 13 in the Montjuich 
fortress at Barcelona for their share in the 
recent revolt there. 


TELLS OF UPRISING IN SPAIN. 


Chicagoan Arrives from Barcelona and 
Gives Account of the Shooting of 
Revolting Soldiers. 


O. B. Stuart of Chicago, a postoffice inspec 
tor at Manila, arrived in New York yester- 
day from Barcelona, Sbain, on the steamer 
Buenos Aires. the first vessel to come from 
that city since the insurrection. He arrived 
in Barcelona on July 19, and found the people 
much dissatisfied with the war. 

The Buenos Aires sailed for Mellila on July 
26, but at Malaga the passengers ware trans-

CAUSE TRAGEDIES 


Mrs. Emelia Graziano Fatally 
Wounded by Suitor of 
Girlhood Days. , 


KILLS WIFE AND HIMSELF 


Gustav Hering Also Shoots Son, 
Whose Condition, Is 
Serious. 


Death and mortal wounds were the frults 
of domestic unhappiness in Chicago house- 
holds yesterday... An 61d love affair which a 
wife was trying to break off, and which 
caused repeated jangiing, was held responsi- 
bie for the mortal wounding of the woman. 
She was shot by the man she had known 
from her girlhood tn Italy. 

In another case a husband killed his wife 
seriously wounded his son, and then ended his 
own life. The bullet that killed the wife was 
intended for a daughter, it was éaid. The 
family had seen not a little of domestic in- 


felidity. 

The Dead. 

HERING, GUSTAV, 54 years old, a bookkeeper, 
2188 North. Francisco avenue; killed himeeif 
after shooting wife and son. 

HERING, MBS. LOUISA, wife of Gustav Hering, 
shot by her husband. 


The Wounded. 

GRAZIANO, MRS. EMELIA, wife of Fedele 
Graziano, $319 May street; shot by Bruno Fioro, 
With whom she had an old love affair; taken to 
county hospital; reported mortally injured. 

HERING, GUSTAV JR., shot by father before 
latter ended his. own life; taken to Alexia 
Brothers’ hospital; condition serious, 

Floro, who shot Mrs. Graziano, was wound- 
ed in the left hand. He said the woman 
fired at him first, and that she had pestered 
him with her attentions, but the police are of 
the opinion that he was hit by a bullet that 
passed through her arm as he held her while 
emptying his revolver. 

When the woman realized her condition 
late in the afternoon she sent for her hus- 
band, Fedele Graziano, and when he ap- 
peared at the eide of her cot she kissed his 
hand fervently and pleaded for forgiveness, 
amd it was granted. Then she cried for her 
two small children. 

' Floro lives at 815 May street, where the 

shooting occurred. Mrs. Graziano said she 

went there to warn him against a contin- 
uance of his attentions, and the prisoner 
says she came to upbraid him because he 
discontinued visiting her. 

Pursued by Angry Crowd. . 

Floro was being pursued by Lieut. Costello 
and Detective Burns of the Maxwell street 
station and a crowd of angry neighbors when 
Detective Sergeants Norton and Egan of the 
Harrison street station, in the neighborhood 
on other business, took In the situation ata 
giance, hopped into a passing automobile. 
and overtook Floro at Ashland avenue and 
Polk strets. The crowd soon caught up and 
the four policemen had to draw their re- 
volvers to keep the infuriated people at bay. 
They were yelling “Lynch him!” “Kill 
him!’ The prisoner was taken ys the Max- 
well street station. 

Graziano, his wife, and Floro all came from 
Calabria, in Italy. Both men, it is claimed, 
paid attention to the woman when a girl. 
but Graziano won her In marriage eight years 
ago and then came to America to make a 
fortune, leaving his wife’with her parents. 

Three years ago Graziano sent for his wife 
Floro came 06n the following ship and soon 
was established as a boarder in the Graziano 
home. The husband suspected nothing im- 
proper between the pair until six months 
ago, when Detective Burns arrested Floro 
for giving the woman a crue! beating, bu: as 
he thrust the man in the patrol wagon the 
woman began crying and tried to climb in 
also. She refused to prosecute. 


They Elope to Detroit. 

Floro wes driven from the house and mat- 
ters at the Graziano home progressed 
smoothly until the middie of July when 
Floro met the woman on her dismissal asa 
patient at the West End hospital, and the 
two eloped to Detroit. Finally the love for 
her husband and children drew her back and 
she appeared at the door of her house on Sun- 
day of last week and was welcomed. At 
that time, the husband told Acting Inspec- 
tor Mahoney yesterday, she confessed her 
relaiions with the former boarder, but prom- 
ised not to compromise herself again. On 
last Thursday Floro appeared and rented a 
room two doors distant from her home. 

‘‘Bruno has annoyed me for yYears,"’ the 
dying woman told her husband as the tears 
streaked down her cheeks. ‘I tried to be 
good to you, but he persuaded me to misbe- 
have. Forgive me, won't you, Fede’e? Let 
me die with a clear conscience. fend fora 
priest. He wanted me before you made me 
your wife, but I spurned him. Then you 
came to America and I was left alone. 

‘There he continued to shower his atten- 
tions upon me, and finally I weakened, and 
when I came to join you in Chicago it was 
understood that he should follow. O, I am 
so unhapy now. Fedele, you have been so 
good to me. 

‘*‘T] went to his room for the sole purpose 
of telling him that I would have you punish 
him if he didn't stay away. Then he shot 
me. I-had no revolver and didn't shoot him.” 


Mother Dead, Daughter Saved. 

In the tragedy at the Hering house Mrs 
Hering. it is said by the police. died to save 
the life of her daughter. Margaret. Twice the 
father pointed his revolver at his daughter 
and eech time Mrs. Hering leaped in front of 
the young woman. Hering then placed the 
revolver at his wife's head and fired. She 
died almost instantly. 

Gustav Hering Jr., the son, was shot by 
his father at. the beginning of the latter's 
murderous outbreak. The young man was 
hurried to the Alexian Brothers’ hoepital, 
where it was said his wound might prove 
fatal. 

The police said Hering was a heavy drinker. 

That Mrs. Marie Handzel, 2840 Sawyer 
avenue, killed herself and three children 
while despondent over illness was the verdict 
at a coroner’s inquest. The four were found 
asphyxiated Sunday morning.

TWO SITES ARE CONSIDERED 
FOR PROPOSED OPERA HOUSE. 


Oscar Hammerstein’s Agents Say the 
Project Is Progressing, but No Deci- 
sion Has Been Made. 


Agents for Oscar Hammerstein were busy 
yesterday seeking a site for the proposed 
grand opera house in Chicago. Two loca- 
tions were suggested, but neither !s inside 
of the loop. In case no place can be found 
within the loop one of the outer sites may be 
considered, according to local representa- 
tives of Mr. Hammerstejn. A statement that 
a site in the north side residence district is 
available, and looked on with favor, ig de- 
clared untrue. 

Reports that the New York impresario had 
been offered two possible locations within the 
loop district were denied by Ben Atwell, 
press representative for Mr. Hammerstein. 

“One of these sites is in Monroe street, 
but the property is in IHtigation,”’ he said, 
‘“‘and cannot be considered. The other site 
is impossible for similar reasons. We have 
in mind two good sites, but we cannot make 
publie the location of either until negotia- 
tions have been continued further. 

‘No conferences were held here during the 
day, but a number of telegrams have passed 
back and forth. so that the matter Is being 
worked out gradually.”

The Micaela will be an- 
other newcomer, Mme. Walter Villa and the 
toreador, M. Laskin.

RECALL 
HUMOR OF HOLMES 


Chicago University Observes 
Centenary of the Genial 
“Autocrat’s” Birth. 


MANY PHASES TO HIS WIT 


His Aristocratic Air and Pride 
in Boston Two Strong 
Characteristics. 


“ Longfellow was a poet, and Lowell was 
an American, but Holmes was a Bostonian, 
and it is not for the profane to lay hands 
upon the elect.’ 

In these words Prof. James Weber Linn 
yesterday afternoon deprécated his own part 
in the celebration at the University of Chi- 
cago of the centenary of Oliver Wendell 
Holmes birth. His talk was on Holmes ag 
the humorist. 

Dr. James B. Herrick spoke of Holmes as 

the physician. The third speaker was Dr. 
Samuel McC. Crothers of Harvard, thus 
classified by Prof. Linn: 
“‘Except Dr. Crothers, there is nobody 
here of whom I may fairly beg permission 
to comment on Dr. Holmes, and Dr. Crothers 
is not really a Bostonian; he lives in Cam- 
bridge, which is wholly separated from Bos- 
ton by pragmatism and the Charies river.”’ 

The facts of the illustrious man's character 
and his achievements were reviewed with 
afféctionate understanding by the speakers 
of the afternoon. How he loved Boston! 
How he loved anatomy! How he loved to 
exercise his flashy wit on palpable truths 
and illuminate them by sparklingly humor- 
ous analogies! And how he loved, in a child- 
like, endearing way, the tribute of his fellow 
men! 


Pioneer in Sociology. 


tarian church of Cambridge, spdke on Holmes 
as the man of letters and paid him a tribute 
not incorporated in these points. 

‘*He wrote before the word sociology was 
used, but he was continually advancing the 
idea of sin as spiritual pathology, and the 
subject for direct scientific study and treat- 
ment. This is the theory now accepted and 
acted upon today by such workers as Jane 
Addams in your own city.”’ 

Prof. Linn, in pursuance of his subject, con- 
tinued: ‘Dr. Holmes was the object of many 
pilgrimages; he received with courtesy vis- 
itors from Oshkosh, Keokuk, and Kalamazoo, 
but had such a far western visitor ventured 
to comment upon the aristocratic appearance 
or the New England accent of his host, would 
he not presently have realized his mistake? 
Holmes’ humor is almost as local ashisclass 
poems; for its sure appreciation it requires 
a Copley in the dining room, a charge ac- 
count at Hovey’s, and a membership in the 
Tavern club. 

‘*Once Dr. Holmes, in directing a young 
man to a certain address, said: ‘It is just 
om Washington street, and if you don’t know 
where Washington street is, you don’t know 
anything.’ His most famous witticism is that 
one which concerns itself with Boston—‘ Bos- 
ton state house is the hub of the solar sys- 
tem; you couldn't pry that out of a Boston 
mean if you had the tire of all creation 
straightened out for a crowbar.’ ”’ 


Took Sickness Too Lightly. 

If as a physician Dr. Holmes never ac 
quired a great practice, he attained high dig- 
nity in the profesison, as Dr. Herrick set 
forth. Maybe he took the matter of sickness 
too lightly, as his biographer and Dr. Herrick 
fancied, to command the confidence of those 
who were Ill. . 

“When he hung out his shingle, and re- 
marked at the same time that * the smallest 
fevers Wotlld be thankfully received,’ ’’ said 
the speaker, ‘‘those who did not have 
fevers laughed, but those who had them went 
elsewhere.”’ 

Still, he published one pamphlet of med- 
ical literature which is a contribution to 
the science. It sets forth for the first time 
the theory, since established as indisputably 
as that coals burn to ashes, that puerperal 
fever is a germ sickness. And asa lecturer 
on anatomy he was distinguished and much 
loved, so D. Herrick amplified. The “ set- 
tee,’ as he called the ‘“‘ chair’’ In Harvard, 
of physiology and anatomy was divided, and 
he occupied the end devoted to the latter. 


Makes Anatomy Entertaining. 

“It is a dry subject, so considered,” said 
Dr. Herrick, “‘ but he made it the most en- 
tertaining in the comrse. There were five 
classes for the medical students to attend 
each day, and the authorities put Dr. Holmes 
at the end of the program because he was the 
only man who could hold the attention 
throughout that long hour. He enfivened the 
dry subject with smile and anecdote and dry 
fun. At his entrance he was always greeted 
with wild cheers, which died away into an 
absorbed silence. 

“ He took great pride in holding his audi- 
ence under the difficulties and he stuck to his 
self-imposed task for thirty-five years, until 
he was 73. 

‘‘When he made his farewells,’ said Dr. 
Herrick. ‘he and his audience both were 
overcome with tears. No man of al! the lllus- 
trious ones who have combined literature 
and medicine has so successfully combined 
the man of letters and the physician.”

Mount Tacoma. 


Tacoma, Wash., Aug. 16.—T. F. Callaghan, 
of West Seattle, and Joseph W. Stevens of 
Trenton, N. J., it is believed, lost their lives 
while endeavoring to ascend Mount Tacoma. 

Today a rescue party found the Alpine staff 
and packs of the missing men ten feet from 
the crater. 

The men left damp at 2:30 a. m. Saturday 
without a guide. They had little food with 
them and it is believed they perished from 
hunger, cold or accident.

NO POLITICS IN THE CENSUS. 


Any supervisor or enumerator who uses his in- 
fluence with his subordinates or colleagues to as- 
sist any party or any candidate in a primary or 
general election, or who takes any part other 
than merely casting his vote in politics—national, 
state, or local—either by service upon a political 
committee, by public addresses, by the solicitation 
of votes, or otherwise, shall at once be dismissed 
from the service. I wish to make this regulation 
as broad as possible and wish it enforced without 
exception.—President Taft to the director of the 
census. 


If there are persons who would like 
to be census supervisors or enumerators, 
but who do not wish to cease temporarily 
from political activity, they must make 
their choice. They will not be allowed 
to serve two masters. If they are to 
work for the government its work must 
have their exclusive attention. This will 
give acute distress in some quarters. 

There are senators and representatives 
who will disapprove of it. They are 
being consulted as to the selection of su- 
pervisors, and as a rule the appointees 
will be men recommended by them. That 
is good as far as it goes, but most of 
them had assumed that the supervisors 
and the enumerators they have to select 
would do useful political work for them 
during the coming year. There are many 
representatives who are on the anxious 
seat, feeling that they will need at the 
primaries and the polls all the help they 
can get. 

President Taft has blighted their hopes. 
It was right that he should. he accu- 
racy of the next census is of more im- 
portance than the political welfare of 
represcntatives and senators. Accuracy 
eannot be had if supervisors and enu- 
merators owe a divided allegiance. 


HOUSEBOATS AND VANS. 

The English, like some other Euro- 
pean peopies, have made a fine art of tak- 
ing their leisure. When the bicycle came 
into fashion they adopted it as did other 
nations, but unlike ourselves, who over- 
did the sport and ran it into the ground, 
the English have gone on steadily im-.

as a cheap and easy means of locomo- 
tion. The houseboat is in great demand 
in England, and the Thames and other 
streams swarm with’ them, » families 
spending Whole summers in that delight- 
ful existence. Another way of spending 
a vacation in England is in the caravan, 
A huge van, built to accommodate tt: 
family, is drawn about the country by 
horses... Some of.these vehicles are most 
elaborate and expensive, being fitted up 
with anything any one would Need on 
such a trip. Stops are made at inns fo: 
meals wherever the caravan happens to 
be. 

It is said that these caravan trips in 


society has gone far away from the orig- 
inal gypsy idea of the plan. But this 
need not be. The «caravan idea is a 
sensible one and might easily be adopted 
in this country.

THE WAR GAME. 

New England is all astir over the great 
war game that is being played near Bos- 
ton. The army of the “blues” is guari- 
ing the sacred codfish from the enemy, 
the “reds,” The American fleet being 
theoretically defeated, the foreign foe has 
effected a landing at New Bedford and 
is approaching the capital city of Massa- 
chusetts from the land side. The harbor 
defenses being of no value in such a sit- 
uation, the safety of the city is abso- 
lutely dependent upon the skill with 
which the “ blues” are handled by their 
officers. -They number 7,000 men, the 
“reds” having 9,000. 

The war game is gaining favor in the 
United States. It has been but a short 
time since a company of cavalry rode 
over the Virginia battlefields, the men 
gaining a far better knowledge of the 
actual movements of union and confeder- 
ate troops in the civil war by this method

The war game is on the same order. 
Regulars and national guard are com- 
bined in a test of efficiency in which aa 
approach to conditions of actual warfare 
is supplied. There are two armies, each 
with its own camp and a distinct work 
to do. The capture or the defense of 
Boston is’ the aim. The cavalry must 
serve as “the eyes of the army,” as it 
would do in war time. The infantry 
must move in such fashion as to reach 
a given place at just the right time to 
prevent success for the enemy. The pri- 
vate soldier on picket, at a distance from 
his fellows, must be alert. A single mis- 
take on his part may bring disaster. The 
officers must be ready for emergencies. 
They must know the topography. A 
blunder by any one of them may meaa

disgrace and defeat, 

In one way it is a peaceful _ fight. 
There will be no long roll of dead anl 
dying. But more practical knowledge of 
warfare will be gained by those who 
participate in the nmfaneuvers than could 
be secured in long months of study of 
books» An army ts of little worth unless 
it is trained. And the best way to train 
it is to do as is done in every other kind 
of game—namely: to practice under th: 
conditions likely to prevail in case of 
actual conflict.

ATURALLY, none of the returning 
dignitaries of the Roman Catholic 
church who have been visiting Rome 
ean afford to speak out his mind or 
| to give expression to his fears con- 
cerning the condition of health of the holy 
father. He himself is extremely sensitive 
on, the subject, and the chief authorities at 
the vatican take-exception to any remarks 
of a nature to Indicate that he is in the slight- 
est degree ailing. The fact of the matter is, 
however, that ‘within the last few months 
Pius X. has suffered such an alarming dim!- 
nution of strength as seriously to concern 
his medical advisers, Dr. Petacci and Dr. 
Marchiafava. 

It is not that the pope js suffering from any 
particular organic disease, beyond periodical, 
attacks of gout, but it is the rapid develop- 
ment of lassitude and weakness. He seems 
to be shrinking in size; an impression which 
is emphasized by the fact that the body has 
become tm a measure bent, and those who 
have se¢én him lately have been struck by his 
intense gir of weariness, both of body and 
mind. Not that his intellect is in any way 
affected. It is merely that he is extremely 
tired. 

Owing to this his physicians have insisted 
upon his diminishing the number of audi- 
ences and, above all, their duration; and so 
anxious are the members of his entourage 
ae to his being unnecessarily fatigued that 
visitors, even when they come from afar, 
experience unprecedented difficulty in secur- 
ing an audience, There are great personages 
of the church living at Rome and holding 
high prelatorial rank who, despite all their 
endegyors, are unable to obtain access to the 
pontiff from one year’s end to the other, their 
applications for audiences being put off from 
week to week and from month to month, the 
only time when they see him being at those 
public functions where their office entitles 
them to a recognized place in his train. 

Even prelates who come from remote parts 
of the world in order to confer with him about 
matters of vital interest to the church in 
their native land, sometimes have,to wait 
weeks before they are permitted to approach 
him, and are restricted then to the briefest 
audiences, and leave the Eternal city after 
having had perhaps one or, if fortunate, two 
interviews during the months which they 
may have spent in Rome. 

All this contributes to the impression that 
the reign of Pius X. rapidly is drawing to a 
close; that the sturdy village priest and 
equally active archbishop of. Venice, who 
was here, there, and everywhere, visiting all 
portions of his diocese, by land and by water, 
passionately fond of the open air, of the 
sea, and of bodily exercise, is, after a gal- 
lant fight, succumbing to the effects of his 
imprisonment within the precincts of the 
vatican, entailing, as it does, an extremely 
sedentary mode of life ina climate which, for 
an Italian of the northern provinces, is to 
the last degree deleterious, especially when 
one is debarred from any change of alr.

ing the impression of a youth who fs afflicted 
alike in body and mind and totally unfit to 
assume the reins of government, even in a 
one-horse Balkan state. No one, to watch 
him, can suppose for one moment that he 
will constitute any obstacle in the way of 
ex-Crown Prince George when King Peter 
reaches the end of his contemptible reign.

Lord Kilmorey, who for the last few 
months has been in the toils of the law in 
connection with suits brought against him 
by indignant shareholders of a mining com- 
pany of which he was director, and which 
came to grief, apparently is up to his neck 
in financial difficulties. For in a suit brought 


professional usurers in London it was dem- 
onstrated by the evidence that the ear! for 
the last year had been borrowing compara- 
tively small sums of money at enormous 
rates of interest from the loan mongers; and 
that among other transactions of the same 
kind he had given the plaintiff promissory 
notes bearing his signature to the tune of 
more than $10,000 In exchange for a sum of 
less than $4,000. 

The earl, who greatly fancies himself as a 
clever business man, never has been for- 
tunate in his business transactions, and 
years ago, when associated in a scheme for 
providing the Australian city of Adelaide 
with a new harbor, he denounced the South 
Australian legislature with such vigor for its 
failure to prefer the interests of British cap- 
italists to those of the colony that the Aus- 
tralian parliament passed a vote summon- 
ing the earl to the bar of its house on charges 
of breach of privilege by attacking it. The 
matter eventually was compromised and 
buried by a parliamentary committee, and 
thus the world was deprived of the spectacle 
of a British peer of the realm being commit- 
ted for contempt of a colonial legislature. 

But, naturally, Lord Kilmorey’s attitude 
towards South Australian politicians, and 
the attacks which he made upon their legis- 
lature, were not calculated to promote: the 
interests of the dock enterprise, and the ear! 
was jettisoned by his associates as soon as 
possible. He also has been a theatrical man- 
ager, and having more failures than suc- 
cesses to his credit in this line, cannot be 
said to have reaped many laurels as an im- 
presario. 


Jewish family of Needham, one of his ances- 
tors having been common sergeant of Lon- 
don and member of parliament for the city 
as far back as 1449. He is an old friend of 
the king, on whose staff he figures as aide- 
de-camp, and is much appreciated by his sov- 
ereign as a raconteur of droll Irish stories.

was bent on lynching him. O’Farrel!l subse- 
quently expiated his crime on the scaffold, in 
spite of the efforts made by the duke to se- 
cure @ commutation of the capital sentence 
imposed upon his assailant. 

Lord Kilmorey‘’s ancestral home is at 
Mourne park, in the Emerald isle, and while 
his daughter is married to Lord Villiers, the 
eldest son and heir of the earl of Jersey, the 
future owner of Childe’ bank in London, 
Lord Newry, who is the eldest son and heir 
of Lord Kilmorey, still is a bachelor, his en- 
gagement to the great heiress, Miss Enid 
Assheton-Smith, having falied to ma- 
teriatise in a marriage.

Lotus Can Be ret a arte ~ 
Camp Riverside, Byron, » A ug. _ 
[Editor of The Tribune.]—in re “Egyptian 
lotus” being a native of the Calumet 
river, 1 beg to state that the lily described 
is a true lotus—the Ameritcan—Nelumbo 
luetea, alsotcallied Water Chinkapin, Wau- 
kapin, etc., and is found in Ontario, the Con- 
necticut river and some slow streams, lakes 
and ponds in New Jersey, and on south to 
Pascua del, Florida, and west to the W ol- 
verine and Sucker states, It blooms in July 
and August. Neltje Blanchman says the 
flowers measure from four to ten inches 
across, and suggest a yellow form of the 
sweet scented white water lily, but there 
are fewer petals gradually passing into an 
indefinite number of stamens. 

The true Egyptian lotus or water lily, 
from whose golden chalice Brahma is said to 
have come forth, has been successfully nat- 
uralized in America in ponds about Borden- 
town, New Jersey. The. bloom of the 
seeded Egyptian lotus, in color is pink or 
white with gradations. 

All these may be successfully grown in 
tubs on your lawns. Place the roots in 
half barrels sunk in the lawn with eight or 
ten inches of the Calumet mud in the bot- 
tom of the tub.’ Keep the tub always full of 
sunwarmed water. With the approach of 
cold weather, drain the tubs and store them 
in the cellar.

When baking take enough dough to make 
a common sized loaf of bread and either roll 
it out or pound it until it is quite thin; then 
sprinkle cinnamon and a cupful of sugar 
over it and spread on three-quarters of a 
cupful of butter. Roll as you would for roll 
jell cakes and slice crosswise into pieces 
about half an inch thick. Let them rise un- 
til light and bake in about the same tempera- 
ture you would use for bread.

Lawyer Says Seizure of F. J. Mayo 
Was an Unjustifiable Act. 


Trouble is promised to the marshal and 
justice of the peace of Berrien. Springs, 
Mich. 8. G. Skinner of Skinner & Skinner, 
automobile dealers, and F. J. Mayo, who were 
arrested Sunday after they had taken Mr. 
Mayo’s 3 year old girl from its mother at 
Niles, Mich., and were compelled to sign 4a 
waiver of all rights to the child, said yes- 
terday they would sue for false imprisoa- 
ment. 

“There was nothing illegal about taking 
the child which its mother had not allgwed 
the father to see for eighteen months, and 
we will make those village officers sweat for 
their act,” gaid Mr. Skinner. “ It all would 
have been funny if the matter had not been 
so serious for Mr. Mayo. 


Scheme to Trap Scorchers. 

“We would have got back to Chicago O. K. 
had it not been for a scheme those Michigan 
officers have to catch scorchers. They have 
an electric wire connection from Niles to 
Berrien Springs, so that an officer in the 
former town by pressing a button or some- 
thing of the sort can ring a big bell over in 
Berrien. There is a ‘big hill in the road just 
before you reach Berrien, and when the bell 
rings the town marshal runs madly to the 
which no machine on earth can climb 
faster than at a five mile speed. 


Compelled to Sign Waiver. 

“We heard the bell ring, but there are 
trees along the hill side and we saw nothing 
until as we were crawling along at the steep- 
ést part of the hill out popped a man with a 
rock as big as my head in his uplifted arm 
and a big star on his vest. 

“* Btop!’ he said. ‘ You are under arrest in 
the name of the law.” 

‘“‘We submitted and were taken before the 
justice of the peace, who let us go after Mr. 
Mayo signed a waiver, 

“Mr. Mayo did nothing against the law in 
taking his own child,’’ Guy M. Walker, at- 
torney for Mr. Mayo, said. ‘‘ There is no law 
whereby a father can be deprived of the cus- 
tody of his child except by a court of chancery. 

“I am not ashamed of the part I took in 
the taking of the child,’’ Mr. Skinner added. 
Mayo has been in my employ more 
than a year and he is one of the best men I 
ever knew. He wanted to see his baby the 
same as any father would.”’
